NUMBER FIVE—CONCLUDED. 


Pioneering in Oregon. 


I propose, in this concluding article of 


_ © Pioneering in Oregon,” to speak of what 


has been effected religiously in this State, 
through the labors of tho’e sent here by 


’~the American Home Missionary Society, 


notwithstanding difficulties and discourage- 
ments. 


And first, it if necessary to bear in 


mind what condition the State, or the then’ 


Territory, was in when-the first laborer of | 
this Society arrived. At that time the pop- 
ulation was small and very much scattered. 
There was no place which could ‘be called 
a town besides Oregon City. No Congre- 
gational Church had then beén organized 
in Oregon, except one on Tualatin Plains, 
through the efforts and labors of Rev. J. S. 
Griffin and Harvey Clarke; and there | 
were then only a very few who knew much 
about Congrégationalists as a denomination, 
or had any sympathy with them in their 
distinctive work. At Oregon, City a small 
church bad been organized, made up. of ,one 
Presbyterian and two Congregationalists,: 
which took, at its organization, the Presby- 
terian form. 7 

‘Soon after the arrival. of 
Atkinson, this church, having increased to 
seven members—five or six Congregational 
and one or two Presbyterian—became, by 
vote, Congregational. Besides, there had 
been a small Presbyterian church organized 
on Clatsop Plains, near the mouth of Co- | 
lumbia River. | 


These’ several efforts thé 
whole which had been done by Presbyteri- 
ans and Congregationalists, religiously, for 
Oregon, except in efforts for the Indians. 
The church at Clatsop remains Presbyte- 
rian still. It appears, then, that alf the 
Congregationalists had to start upon were 
two small churches of possibly thirty mem- 
bers in both—I cannot state the precise 
number—one on Tualatin Plains, the other 
at Oregon City. Iam thus particular be- 
cause the work done for Christ: and: his 
cause in Oregon, by Congregationalists, has 
often been spoken of as of small account, 
and hardly worth naming in comparison 
with what had been done in other.States, 
particularly. in California.. The work has 
has been very difficult, and, some ‘parte of 
the time, very discouraging, but, notwith- 


standing all these difficulties and discour-_ 


agements, I think facts will show that as 
much has been done in Oregon, in propor- 
tion to the soaate hy of means, the number of

Six church 
edifices have since been erected, at an ag- 
gregate cost—estimating the expense of 
some of the buildings at not less than. 
$30,000, and capable of comfortably ac-. 
commodating about two thousand persons, 
and many more by. close seating. 
of these are well ‘finished and beautiful 
“buildings, though: none are large, and all 
‘are neat and fit places for the — 
of spiritual worshippers. 

Another work, commenced and carried 
forward ‘chiefly by Congregational effort 
and influence, is ‘Pacific University, at For- 
est Grove. A large outlay wes at first 
made for comparatively small results, owing 
to the great expense attending building op- 
erations in the early history of the Territo- 
ry. From $10,000 to $12, 000 was at first 
expended in erecting the original building. 
Since, that time, in improvements, and with- 
in the last year in erecting new buildings, 
$5,000, or $6,000 have been and are being 
expended. These amounts, together with 
the fund secured a few years since at the 
East—which fund now equals about $18, 000 
in coin, or upwards of $25,000 currency— 
are exclusive of the landed property, held 
by the Institution—as, the College site, 
‘town lots, etc. By a look at these figures, 
it will be seen that funds equal to about 
$35,000 in coin have been collected for the 
Institution, part of which has been expend- 
‘ed in buildings and in other ‘improvements, 
and the remainder constitutes a permanent 


| fund for the benefit of the Institution here- 


after. 


Pacific University has 
four in the regular course—one three years 
since, who has just taken the degree of A. 
M., and three at_ the anniversary just past. 
It has, in its remaining students, scholars in 
the four regular college classes, with others 
in the preparatory course, mumbering, in 
all, thirty. The University is ‘constantly 
gaining in efficiency, influence, and stand- 
ing in the State, and bids fair, we think, to 
become a power in the land. 

Let me now recapitulate in short what 


has been effected by Congregationalists in 


Oregon since the first appointee of the 
American Home Missionary Society arrived 
in Oregon. Increase of churches from two 
to nine. Increase of members from thirty | 
or forty to nearly three hundred. Six 
ditch edifices erected, neat, comfortable, 
and commodious, at an expense of $30,000 
or more.

trees, stranded in great floods on their way 
to deep waters. Here crowds of seals lay 
basking in the sun or sported in the river. 
How steady our noble steamboat moves in 
contrast with its previous continwous plun- 
ges npon the mighty ocean. The deck is 
covered with the reviving sick, whose pale | 
faces rapidly change to health and smiles. 
Husbands with wives walk backward and 
forward, engaged in cheerful talk, while 
little boys and girls sport at their will. 

Scattered houses, green farms, and pla- 
ees of old associations are pointed out by 
knowing one8, and names mentioned. Wide |: 
flats ‘are passed, and just at the first high- 
lands on the right, nestling close under 
overhanging dark forests, buildings are 
seen, and soon & —— town comes out in 
full relief. 


Astoria, fiew, white, and fair, as if lately 
sprung ‘into life, instead of being, from our 
earliest geographical remembrance, the only 
trading point of the coast, was veritably 
there, and we “land upon its well built 
wharf for a seven minutes’ recreation: 


_ The boat whistles a return, and. all hasten 
back for the ascent of, the noble. river. 
High mountain bluffs, broken and varied, 
rise on either side, sustaining, from.the wa- 
ter’s edge, forests of great trees, clinging by 
gnarled roots into the rocky soil, disputing 
their hold with the rank fern, wild grass, 
and underbrusb, which the numerous stm- 
mer rains and damp climate nourish into 
vigorous ‘growth. . Every island now ‘is all 
aglow with beauty, densely covered with 
low vegetation, willows, and lofty trees, the 
whole rising as ‘one ees imass from the 
dark, stili sea of waters. 


Occasionally the loud whistle of our boat 
awakens the startled echoes along the lofty 
bluffs, and. rounding. to, where a little 
crowd is gathered at. the foot of . some. 
wooded bank, a few of our fellow passen~ 
gers are landed to.a.joyous welcome from 
waiting friends. _Turning away to repress 
the force of sympathy the beauty of the 
-ever-varying scenery absorbs the attention. 
A little bell tinkles below, the laboring ma- 
chinery commences action, and on ‘moves 
our faithful beat towards its final destiny. 


“Now comes still evening op, and twi- 
light gray has all things in her sober livery 
clad.” Sonie retire to rest, while others, 
musing on the scene, or lost in thought of 
other regions and dear-ones far away, fe- 
main watching the changed — of all 
things in the night. 

We have passed the const range; the 
great river turns nearly to the south; the 
high lands.on-the left recede nearly out of 
sight. ‘Just to the right a mountain ridge, 
dark with continuous forests, rises gradu- 
ally to the ¢louds. Again, the. great river 
tums to die left, but, continuing our straight | 
course, we enter: its finest branch on the 
north, and for thirteen. miles ascend thew 
beautiful Willamette till we stop at Port- 
land, the growimgemporium of Oregon. A 
friend asks, us to the Western House, and 
there we seek the refreshment of a night’s 
rest, Thus are. we:once more in the cen- | 
ter of this fine northern State, the once far- 
off mysterious land of our early day dreams ;
